A little over a year ago, Dr. Walton 
went to K«y pt to deliver a course of 
lectures at the Uoverntncnt l.iw 
School, Cairo, it luing fully expected 
that at the end of a year he would 
return to take up his duties at MeOIII 
again, fatal sprlilg, however, much to 
tile regret of the students, It was 
learned that Drnn Walton had aceptâd 
an Important position as legal adviser 
In Kgypt and had resigned the Dean- 
ship of the Facility of Ijiyv, a posi- 
tion which he had held for some fif- 
teen years.

As 
University men we feel that we should set the pace in the prepara- 
tion for the defence of Britain'shonor, with the same zeal and 
spirit which has in former years been witnessed on the football 
field, and with the same tenacity with which the Academical work 
has been pursued 

Our work and sport will continue as before. A regiment will 
be formed, and training will go on in a <juiet but effective manner 
— we shall be prepared anil when the word comes that we are 
needed "Old Mi Gill" will send her sons to the defence of the Em- 
pire with the same spirit of duty with which she has sent them out 
in times ol peace for the past ninety-two years. 



WHO IS FOR THE FRONT ? 

W e publish in anothei column an article describing the condi- 
tions under which the Graduates' Sourly and Students' Council 
decided to raise a McGill Regiment The existing university mili- 
tary organization, the McGill Contingent C.O.T.C., had through 
the action of the British War Office and the limitations of its offi- 
cial establishment, and through no fault of its own, ceased to In- 
able to c«pe w ith the rising tide of University Patriotism. By its 
constitution as a training school for officers, and not as a mobili/able 
unit, it was unable to represent the University in the ranks of the 
birst Canadian Contingent. It has done well but the situation has 
grown too big for it. There was clearly need for action and that 
was promptly taken by the two societies which represent the two 
gre t divisions of the University's sons — the Graduates and the 
Students, The impulse to form a McGill Regiment came from the 
Univ ersity men ami the University Executive and the b acuities are 
actively supporting, to the limit of their power, the movement which 
h i- sprung up around them. 

Since August 4th everything is changed. Militarism and au- 
tocracy have thrown down the gauntlet to freedom and demo- 
cracy. Wh'le the issue is still in doubt we can do something to- 
wards making it sure. A scrap of paper is nothing to autocratic 
power determined to have its way at any cost. But, scraps ol 
paper and the little ink marks on them are the bucklers of free- 
dom. I lonesty and fair dealing, right, not might, are our Em- 
pire s watchwords. Right and freedom must prevail It is the 
duty and privilege oi our generation to see that they do and to see 
that they are preserved for the long generations yet to come. 

Men without training are in this great war almost useless; 
therefore all who would stand for freedom must train. Men with 
training are wanted now, they will still be wanted in the months 
that are to come to carry our fl ig tu ultimate victory. Therefore 
let us train and when the ( all comes, go. The first step lor us, is 
into the ranks of the McGill Regiment.

THE NINETY-THIRD SESSION 

Two years ago the Rl. l ion. James Brycc, then ambassador to 
lie United Stales, delivered an address to the largest audience the 
'Union Hall ever held. During his discourse he laid special em- 
phasis upon the great part that university men of Canada would 
play in the affairs of their country, and in the destinies of the Em- 
pire. To-day we open the 93rd session of McGill University un- 
der a different atmosphere than has been experienced before. Oui 
Empire is at war. and every Canadian feels the responsibility. As 
University men wc feel that wc should set the pace in the prepara- 
tion for the defence of Britain'shonor, with the same zeal and 
spirit which has in former years been witnessed on the football 
field, and with the same tenacity with which the Academical work 
has been pursued. 

Our work and sport will continue as before. A regiment will 
be formed, and training will go on in a quiet but effective manner 
■ — we shall be prepared — and when the word comes that we are 
needed "Old McGill" will send her sons to the defence of the Em- 
pire with the same spirit of duty with which she has sent them out 
in times of peace for the past nine! y-two years. 



OUR LESSON FROM THE PAST 

As a community wc admit that a smattering of "Classics" is a 
necessary part of an education. It is common for us to drap in 
icithcr a reference to an ancient happening or a phrase from some 
lead language with little other purpose than to show that an at- 
»mpt has been made lo educate us. So, since the war began, 
Hisnnds of us have said "History repeats itself" whenever some 
pdént has appealed to our memory. The war was not a day old 
[ore our newspapers reminded us of Caesar's comment on the 
pns — no Belgian school-boy can ever forget it for his pride of

>t convinced that^&crman Hohenzollcrnism must be destroyed in 
• ^iat wc and the world-peace— we proudly call it the "P.ix 
n ~ — may encline; "wè" cîo beiieve that "there is liic samV" 
[determination, the same responsible resolution in Grey's 
ill have it in full measure," as there was in the Roman 
?îenda est Carthago." 

There are many more incidents of long ago and "tags" asso- 
Fciated with them which aptly parallel the incidents of the past few 
I weeks; it is curious that no one refers to them. Why has no journal- 
ist suggested that another ruler of Rome has a Rubicon before 
him? This time Italians will cross the river in another direction. 
No newspapers has pointed out that occupation under military law, 
tfith war indemnities of many millions on each city taken, is the 
lodern German version of their ancient "Vaç viçlis." The spirit 
)f Wilhelm's method and the intention of the barbarian conqueror 
who openly added his sword to the weight of Rome's ransom are 
one. To-day, the blood of Alaric might easily run in Hohenzol- 
|n veins and the German armies are sweeping to the south just as 
the hordes of their forefathers. They have crossed the Rhine 
|\c more and now, as through the centuries, the plains and the 
jr valleys are the highways of their invasion. History is repeat- 
self once more. A lesson which she would teach us is very 
We have inherited the present social development of ccntur- 
jjiose who went before us. That inheritance is threatened, 
[must fight lo keep it as our fathers fought to make it. If we 
to hand it on unimpaired to our. children we must fight, 
I/in, in the greatest war the world has ever seen. If the ideals 
.modern civilization arc to persist and expand, we must win, 
kin winning we spend ourselves to exhaustion. That is the 
yiich History has for those who question her. Our duty and 
:st is very plain. Each of us must feel, and make those 
feel, the dreadful necessity of our position. War, for its 
mess, must always be abhorrent to educated men; yet if we 
le worthy of our civilization and of the men who gave to us 
jr privileges we must engage in a war and be determined 
j-ar shall end only in victory for the cause we maintain. 
VilJive our strength without stint; as those of ours who lead 
M\, wc will give our resources, our young men and ourselves, 
will give freely and earnestly determined in the conviction that 
cost of keeping our Father's freedom can never be too great, 
yulcl the burden weigh on us let us remember the pride of this, a 
kadian's line and endure. "Nos aieux étaient grands, sachons 
le. leurs traces." 



WHO IS FOR THE FRONT ? 

We publish in another column an article describing the condi- 
tions under which the Graduates' Society and Students' Council 
decided to raise a McGill Regiment. The existing university mili- 
tary organization, the McGill Contingent C.O.T.C., had through 
the action of the British War Office and the limitations of its offi- 
cial establishment, antl through no fault of its own, ceased to be 
able to cope with the rising tide of University Patriotism. By its 
constitution as a training school for officers, and not as a mobilizable 
unit, it was unable to represent the University in the ranks of the 
First Canadian Contingent. It has done well but the situation has 
grown too big for it. There was clearly need for action and that 
was promptly taken by the two societies which represent the two 
great divisions of the University's sons — the Graduates and the 
Students. The impulse to form a McGill Regiment came from the 
University men and the University Executive and the Faculties are 
actively supporting, to the limit of their power, the movement which 
has sprung up around them. 

Since August 4th everything is changed. Militarism and au- 
tocracy have thrown down the gauntlet to freedom and demo- 
cracy. While the issue is slill in doubt we can do something to- 
wards making it sure. A st rap of paper is nothing to autocratic 
power determined to have its way at any cost. But, scraps of 
paper and the little ink marks on them are the bucklers of free- 
dom. 1 lonesty and fair dealing, right, not might, are our Em- 
pire's watchwords. Right and freedom must prevail. It is the 
duty and privilege of our generation to see that they do and to see 
that they are preserved for the long generations yet to come. 

Men without training are in this great war almost useless; 
therefore all who would stand for freedom must train. Men with 
training are wanted now, they will still be wanted in the months 
that are to come to carry our flag to ultimate victory. Therefore 
let us train and when the call comes, go. The first step for us, is 
into the ranks of the McGill Regiment.

School u.is conducted this year under 
the same conditions as last year, with 
headquarters in the Mucdonald t:n- 
gimeriug Building. 

The students reported at !) a.m. Mon- 
day, August .'tut, and wen- divided into 
groups of four, with a captain to each 
group. The field work commenced In 
the afternoon and continued until Sep 
temper 23rd. 

There were live courses of insiruc- 
tion, four days being allowed for each 
course. These were: (1), A farm 
survey with chain und compass, 12) 
levelling, (S) transit work; on West 
mount Mill. (4 1 A compass and micro- 
meter survey, on .Mount Royal end 
vicinity. (5) A detail survey, using 
Chain and offset, on the Alolson pro- 
perty, 

;ll The work of the farm survey 
consisted of running a closed traverse 
around the upper part of the hill, Incut 
lng details by offsets, and calculating 
the inclosed area by thu method of 
latitudes and departures. Each group 
of four worked together. . 

(21 The levelling consisted in run- 
ning two courses of relative levels. 
Two levels and two rods were pro- 
vided for each group, and both courues 
were covered twice hy each half group, 
each student having his turn with the 
level and rod, 

(3) The transit work was carried < ut 
under the same principle, two transits 
being supplied to each group. Three 
methods of running a closed traverse 
were used, viz., deflection-angle 
method, tola! derieclion angle, Interior 
angle. 

Hi A closed tranverse was run. The 
directions of the lines were calculated 
from the compass readings, und the dis- 
tances wen obtained from the micro 
meter curve, which was first plotted, 
using a "test range. "
